Police appeal to find ‘fruitloop’ who slashed 30-year-old’s face in broad daylight

THE victim of a Harlow knife 
attack has been left with mental 
and physical scars after a dan¬ 
gerous “fruitloop” slashed his 
face in broad daylight. 

Darren Hudgell had been 
making his way home from a 
wedding on June 25 when the 
attack, which left him needing 
four hours of surgery, happened 
in Bush Fair. 

The 30-year-old has been left 
with a scar where a deep slash 
was stitched together with 54 
sutures. 

His attacker, described as an 
Asian man in his 30s, then ran 
off through the underpass at 
Southern Way towards Little 
Pynchons. 

Darren said: “It’s a massive 
line and it goes all the way down 
to my lip so I couldn’t drink or 
eat properly for a month after. It 
has been hell. 

Stitches 

“My lip is tight where it has 
had the stitches in, so certain 
expressions are difficult.” 

The last few months has been 
a struggle for Mr Hudgell, who 
has been reluctant to leave the 
house. 

He continued: “It’s been a 
nightmare - not wanting to go 
out and see people and just sit¬ 
ting in and feeling depressed. 

“Now things are getting sor¬ 
ted, I’m feeling better but the 
scars are with me for life. 

“I’ve been going back to Prin¬ 
cess Alexandra Hospital and 
the doctors have said I can give 
it few months and if I am not 
happy, then I can do laser treat¬ 
ment. 

“It is a process getting over it, 
looking in the mirror every day 
and seeing the scar.” 

In a bid to trace Darren’s 
attacker, Essex Police have re- 
released a CCTV image of a 
man they want to talk to in 
connection with the incident. 


“I was waking back at lam 
from a wedding,” he added. 

The slash needed 54 stitches 

“I bumped into one of my 
mate’s uncle and he was going 
on about a guy who had 
attacked his car. We decided to 
drive around for a bit to find 
this guy. 

“We caught up with him to 
ask why he had done it and the 
next thing, he is in front of me 
and slashed my face. 

“I just want the guy caught. 


“He’s a fruitloop - he needs 
catching before he does it to 
someone else.” 

Attack 

Investigating officer Detect¬ 
ive Constable James Smith 
said: “This was a really nasty 
attack which has left the victim 
with serious injuries 
that needed specialist treat¬ 
ment. 

“It’s really important we 
identify and locate the man pic¬ 


tured in the CCTV image 

“He has been described to us 
as Asian, in his 30s, slim, with 
black hair and facial hair and 
wearing a light grey tracksuit. 

“If you recognise the man, 
please come forward and con¬ 
tact me.”

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Teen who died in crash 


was not wearing seatbelt 


‘She was clearly much loved,’ coroner tells grieving family

A FORMER Brentwood County High 
School student who died after her car 
left the A414, wasn’t wearing her seat- 
belt, an inquest heard. 

Megan Harding-Jones, 18, died after 
her Volkswagon Polo left the road near 
North Weald and ended up in a nearby 
field in the early hours of April 15 2017. 
The teenager was pronounced dead at 
the scene. 

Police attended the incident and 
closed off the road at around 3.30am 
while forensics examinations were 
carried out. 

The inquest into Megan’s death 
opened on Monday with her parents 
and a family friend in attendance. 

The court heard how Megan was out 
with some friends in Chelmsford 
when she decided to drive to her home 
in North Weald. The 18-year old was 
driving on the A414, towards Harlow, 
when her car left the road, coming to a 
halt in a field, and Megan was thrown 
from the vehicle. 

A post mortem was carried out at 
Princess Alexandra Hospital where a 
pathologist confirmed her cause of 
death to be multiple injuries due to a 
road traffic incident. A toxicology 
report was carried out which revealed 
Megan had a small amount of alcohol 
in her blood, below the legal limit. 

PC Jason Howard told the inquest

that Megan’s car was the only vehicle 
involved. He said: “The road is a single 
carriageway with one traffic lane in 
each direction. The collision occurred 
on the Harlow bound traffic lane just 
before a double bend warning sign, 
approximately 95 meters beyond the 
bus stop layby. 

“It was a mild, cloudy night. Megan 
had been out in Chelmsford with her 
friends and was driving towards Har¬ 
low to her home address. 

“The A414 is very dark, there is no 
street lights or ambient light avail¬ 


able. Megan’s lights were thought to be 
on, actually on full beam but that 
could have been moved during the 
collision. 

“For an unknown reason, the 
vehicle left the road and began to turn 
in a clockwise direction. There is no 
evidence to say what caused the loss 
on control. 

“The vehicle went through a hedge 
and continued to turn in a clockwise 
direction for around 90 degrees, the 
rear wheel dug in and this caused the 
car to roll. 

“It travelled on its side through a 
bank into a field where it continued to 
roll coming to a rest on its wheels. 

“Megan was thrown out of the 
vehicle and this indicated that Megan 
was not wearing her seatbelt. She died 
at the scene.” 

On examining the scene, officers 
found broken glass in the area, debris 
and a number of loose items in the foot 
well of the car, which was all con¬ 
sistent with the damage of a car 
crash. 

PC Howard continued: “There are a 
number of possibilities as to why the 
car left the road. It could have been 
because of an emergency reaction i.e. a 
person or animal on the road, tired¬ 
ness or medical complications, intox¬ 
ication or impairment or distraction. 

“It’s a very rural area so it is pos¬ 
sible an animal ran out causing her to 
swerve. 


“Before the crash, Megan navigated 
a left hand bend so it is unlikely she 
fell asleep, but it is possible she 
suffered from a medical issue which 
caused her to lose awareness of her 
position on the road. 

“She had consumed alcohol prior to 
the journey but this was below the 
legal limit. 

“Megan has been described as a 
very tiny girl so it may be possible the 
alcohol had more of an effect on her 
driving. 

“I have been told she used her 
mobile in the past while driving. This 
may be a reason why the radio in the 
car was found on mute. 

“One tyre, the rear driver’s side, was 
under deflated and was found to be 12 
PSI. We usually expect them to be 30-35 
in that sort of vehicle. However, this 
was not likely to have had an effect on 
driving in a normal manner, it is 
unlikely to have contributed to the 
initial loss of control. 

“There was also no physical evid¬ 
ence to say she was exceeding the 
speed limit.” 

Senior Coroner Caroline Beasley- 
Murray said: “I am going to record 
that Megan died as a result of an 
accident. What a tragic accident. 

“We will never know what happened 
in those seconds before. She clearly 
was much loved and I would like to 
express my sympathy to you on your 
loss.

4). Mayor and salon owner Will 
Russel said: “He asked if I was the 
mayor and went on to say that I 
did know him, and he wanted to 
say he had a wonderful time in 
Brentwood and it was a great 
town. 

“He asked about what I did as 
mayor, and said it was important 
to have such a great community 
and I should be proud to have the 
position of mayor.” 

He said Cruise had wanted to 
thank the people of the town.

Student project wins acclaim from the British Science Association

HARLOW students have earned a 
top award for work to help stop the 
spread of disease in Kenya. 

Year 7 and year 8 students from 
Burnt Mill Academy took part in 
a science, technology, engineering 
and maths (STEM) project that 
challenged pupils to design a 
water collection model which 
could be used at a Kenyan 
School. 

They will be awarded the 
CREST Discovery Award from the 
British Science Association for 
their efforts. 

Teacher Jenny Lang, second in 
charge of science, said: “The chal¬ 
lenge was for students to complete 
the project within six hours, over 
a two-week period. We held a spe¬ 
cial after-school STEM club for 
the competition, but students 
devoted time to it before and after 
school and during their own 
time. 

Learning 

“It has taught students lots of 
skills, including time-manage¬ 
ment, working as a team and mak¬ 
ing a plan that works. It has been a 
steep learning curve and they had 
to consider their audience and the 
type of language they should 
therefore use to engage with 
them. 

“It has helped to broaden their 
horizons and open their eyes to 
opportunities within engineering 
which could be a good option for 
them in future. 

“I am really pleased with their 
efforts as they really took own¬ 
ership of their work and wanted to 
be successful.” 

Students were assessed on self¬ 
management, teamwork, prob¬ 
lem-solving, research, communic¬ 
ation and their reflective 
process. 

The best model from Burnt Mill 
will be put forward for the Youth 
Grand Challenges sponsored by 
the Bill Gates Foundation.

Dubai escape

A HARLOW ‘bling-king’ fled to 
Dubai after police found clips of 
him racing his Porsche Carrera 
Turbo S at 180mph with his feet on 
the dashboard. 

Adam Ali, 29, escaped on bail 
after police searched his home in 
Harlow and recovered 19 handgun 
bullets along with an iPhone 6 
containing 50,000 photos and 
more than 1,000 videos. 

Among them were two clips 
shot by Ali showing him flashing 
his gold Rolex as he smashes the 
speed limit in his white supercar. 

One video, shot in July 2015, 
showed him bragging about the 
vehicle before flooring the accel¬ 
erator from a standstill up to 
147mph as he sped along the A414 
between Harlow and London. 

Another video made in October 
that year shows Ali with one hand 
on the steering wheel and his foot 
up on the dashboard racing to 


over lOOmph on the Mil. 

Other clips showed Ali driving 
with his one-year-old son in the 
front seat and another when he hit 
speeds of up to 180mph. 

Ali was convicted by a jury of 
two counts of dangerous driving 
at Southwark Crown Court in his 
absence. 

Prosecutor John Greenan said: 
“This defendant is believed to be 
abroad at the moment and he 
seems to have obtained a passport 
in a different name. 

Measures 

“So, he has gone to fairly sig¬ 
nificant measures to absent him¬ 
self from these proceedings.” 

Officers confiscated his pass¬ 
port before Ali changed his name 
by deed poll and applied for a new 
one. 

He fled to Dubai two days before 
he was tried for possessing a 
quantity of bullets. 

Mr Greenan confirmed this was 
the second trial of Ali in his 


absence since he fled to Dubai 
having been given a two-and-a- 
half-year sentence for the 
ammunition earlier this year. 

Boasting more than 62,000 Ins- 
tagram followers, his profile 
showcases an array of expensive 
Rolex watches along with luxury 
Lamborghini motors as well as 
expensive clothes and accessor¬ 
ies. 

Police found cardigans worth 
£20,000, bullets used to jazz up his 
social media posts and thousands 
of pounds in cash when they 
searched his home. 

The prosecutor claimed Ali also 
used the online platform to 
launch foul-mouthed taunts 
towards the officer in the case, 
with one rebuke considered “not 
the greatest compliment he has 
ever had”. 

Judge Martin Beddoe 
remarked: “This demonstrates 
his rather contemptible attitude 
to law enforcement. 

“The evidence in this case 
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of him speeding in Porsche with his feet on dashboard

demonstrates, in my judgement, a 
profligate disregard by this 
defendant for the rules of the 
road, the interests of other road 
users and, indeed, pedestrians 
and persons otherwise in the 
vicinity of the highway. 

“Public roads are not to be used 
as if they are race tracks. 

“He is one of a number of arrog¬ 
ant, narcissistic individuals who 


use the highway in this way.” 

He added that Ali’s “indifferent 
approach to the welfare of others” 
was evident in his self-recorded 
videos and “reinforced by the 
defendant’s driving record”. 

Speeds 

The court heard he was banned 
for 56 days last February after 
being caught racing at speeds of 


up to 130mph for about a mile. 

Judge Beddoe noted that “when 
the long arm of the law manages 
to reach out and take hold of Ali” 
he already has a two-and-a-half- 
year sentence awaiting him 
before imposing a consecutive six- 
month sentence bringing his 
total jail term up to three years if 
he ever returns to the UK. 

Ali, of no fixed address and 


currently living in Dubai, was 
convicted of two counts of dan¬ 
gerous driving. 

Imposed 

He was sentenced to six months 
imprisonment, consecutive to the 
two-and-a-half-year term imposed 
earlier this year, banned from 
driving for two years and ordered 
to pay £2,800 costs.

Academy achieves first ever ‘Good’ rating from Government inspectors after visit

A HARLOW primary school that 
was once regarded as failing by 
Ofsted has now been praised for 
its ‘significant’ improvement 
which has placed it in the top nine 
per cent of schools nationally. 

Cooks Spinney Primary 
Academy had never received a 
good grade from the government 
regulators on education until 
they were visited for a recent 
inspection in June. 

They noted the school’s 2016 
SATs results, marking them as 
‘outstanding’, and commented on 
good progress, rising attainment 
and good behaviour. 

Parents also agreed that their 
children feel happy, safe and well 
cared for in the school. 

Stuart Pope, executive head, 
said: “Cooks Spinney has never 
received a Good grading from Ofs¬ 
ted in its history, but now the 
school is considered Good in 
every area. Just a couple of years 
ago, the school was considered to 
be failing. 

“We believe this school is out¬ 
standing and that is echoed by the 
reputation it now has around the 
town. That turnaround has been 
quite remarkable.” 


Cooks Spinney became part of 
the Burnt Mill Academy Trust in 
2013 and has seen huge improve¬ 
ments in belief and achievement 
since. 

The report stated: “School lead¬ 
ers, working closely with the 
Trust, are changing the culture of 
the school. Pupils increasingly 
realise traits such as resilience 
and effort lead to success. They 
are aspirational for the future.” 

Success 

The school, previously given a 
‘Requires Improvement’ rating,

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Dad told he needs a new heart after falling ill on holiday

THE family of a man who needs a 
new heart after falling ill during a 
holiday in Spain are planning a 
charity golf fundraiser at Warley 
Park next month. 

Father of two Chris Oliver, 40, 
from Bishop’s Stortford, was 
struck down with legionella bac¬ 
teria, a serious and potentially 
fatal lung infection, during the 
family trip nine weeks ago. 

His wife Anna has described 
the ordeal as a “living nightmare” 
that has left her and their two 
small children struggling to get 
by. 

She explained: “We had a nor¬ 
mal first week but Chris started to 
feel steadily more tired and just 
unwell. 


“We decided it was time to go to 
the doctors as he was struggling 
to breathe but we were still play¬ 
ing golf and going out to eat. 

“We went to the doctor on 
Monday and got the test results 
back on Thursday and it was then 
that they decided to blue light him 
to hospital. 

“Two hours later he was in the 
intensive care unit (ICU) with a 
massive infection.” 

Tracheotomy 

Over the following weeks Chris 
was put on a ventilator and dia¬ 
lysis machine after contracting 
severe pneumonia and sepsis, 
during which his organs began to 
fail, before undergoing a 
tracheotomy to help him 
breathe. 

After a five-week stay he was 


repatriated to the UK, where he 
was sent to the ICU at Adden- 
brooke’s Hospital in Cambridge. 

Last month the family were 
given the devastating news that 
Chris would now need a heart 
transplant, after doctors decided 
his own heart would not be able to 
recover. 

Anna said: “It’s a nightmare, an 
absolute nightmare. “He has an 
underlying heart condition, 
dilated cardiomyopathy. He 
wanted to be a police officer when 
he was younger and he found out 
during the medical exams, but 
he’s never had any symptoms and 
he’s active. 

During their two-month ordeal 
Anna described how she has been 
left trying to “keep life as normal 
as possible” for the couple’s two 
children, Jesse, seven, and Enny, 


four, who she says “miss their dad 
like crazy”. 

She added: “We’ve had to spend 
a few weeks preparing the kids for 
what intensive care looks like, 
and obviously Chris can’t talk to 
them because of his 
tracheotomy.” 

Chris, who works as a business 
analyst for FedEx, will now be 
forced to undergo a series of tests 
to determine what ranking he will 
receive on the organ donor list, 
leaving the family in the dark as 
to how long their ordeal will last. 

A fundraising page has been set 
up for the family, with £1,000 hav¬ 
ing been raised in the first 24 
hours and the total passing £8,000 
this week. 

The charity golf event will take 
place at Warley Park in Brent¬ 
wood on November 7.

AFTER the success of last year's The 
Racehorse Who Wouldn't Gallop, 
broadcaster Clare Balding is back 
with a sequel inspired by the true 
story of Shergar, who won the Epsom 
Derby, and was later kidnapped by 
the IRA in 1983. 

Balding grew up in a racing yard, 
with her dad a racehorse trainer, so 
she draws heavily on her own 
experiences to round out her cast of 
characters - strong, level-headed 
heroine Charlie Bass, and her 
annoying brothers Harry and Larry, 
Joe the jockey, and former actress 
Granny Pam. 

Having surprised the nation by 
winning the Derby in the first book, 
Noble Warrior and his pony pal Percy 
are having a well-deserved break, 
until Harry and Larry convince 
Charlie they need to hold an open 
day to celebrate his success. 

It goes well, but two men ask some 
rather searching questions. That 
night, as Charlie, Joe and her parents 
are whizzed up to Manchester to 
appear on BBC Breakfast, thieves 
break in, pinch Noble Warrior and 
leave a ransom note. 

The race is on to find him, but 
where do Charlie and co begin? Like 
the horse himself, the story's off at a 
cracking pace, with all the characters 
well written and believable, but 
Balding tends to shoehorn in 
references to Olympic heroes a little 
too often, which jars against the 
action.

O NCE kids start school, 
parents who have given 
up work to look after them 
can find themselves in a 
new life stage - with more 
time on their hands. 

Working out what to do once you 
no longer have to spend your days 
caring for children can be tricky, 
but there are lots of fulfilling 
options, whether it's finding work 
that fits in with family life, 
volunteering, retraining or simply 
finding a new passion. 

It's a subject Louise Webster 
knows a lot about, having run a 
successful PR business before 
selling her company when she had 


her two children. 

But she didn't stay 
out of the loop for 
long and, when her 
children were still 
young, she started 
the website Beyond 
theschoolrun, which 
helps parents utilise 
their skills in the hours 
available to them. 

And now Louise, inset 
above, is spreading the word even 
more through her book A New Way 
for Mothers (Familius, £12.48). 

"The time you have when the 
children are at school is so 
valuable and, used wisely, it can 


make a big difference. 

"It's important to find a routine 
- a rhythm that works for you - and 
it's not just about working, it's 
about creating a whole new way 
for the future." 


HERE ARE SOME OF LOUISE'S TIPS: 

1. FIND YOUR 'SPARK' 

"I'VE met so many parents who've 
said they no longer feel their 
previous jobs fit them, that they 
don't want to go back, but are 
unsure of howto go forward," says 
Louise. 

"Exploring your element - others 
refer to it as your 'spark' - is one of 
the most valuable things you can 
do to provide you with the 
foundations for moving forward." 
She suggests: 

■ Volunteering - this doesn't just 
mean working at charities, you 
could explore a new profession by

"YOU stay here, you can build 
that cot base," shouted Victoria 
as she left for hospital, offering 
a hopeful suggestion for a way 
to occupy myself. 

It was a routine blood 
pressure check until I got a text 
which said, "they want to keep 
me in, blood pressure too high, 
can you bring my bag?". 

My first thought was 'they're 
coming' and my second was 
'I'm defrosting salmon fillets'. 
Safest option was the fridge for 
salmon fillets, bag of crisps for 
the drive down and to hide the 
unopened cot base box. 

A 15-minute drive later and I 
arrived at the hospital in time 


for them to be transferring 
Victoria to a delivery suite. 

The name gave us a clue but 
the midwife said they were 
waiting for a consultant. 

To my untrained eye there 
seemed to be a lot of frantic 
action involving medication, 
people and syringes. Victoria's 
blood pressure was 195/120 and 
according to the protocol sheet 
the nurse was hiding from me, 
this was deemed a 
'hypertensive crisis'. 

The consultant offered calm 
in the storm by explaining he'd 
seen much higher blood 
pressures and they would bring 
it down. Although it's nice to be 


number one, there was 
consolation in the fact 
Victoria's blood pressure was 
not the highest ever. 

The pressure started to drop 
enough for the consultant to 
say one of the twin's heart 
beats showed they weren't 
happy and they were going to 
perform an emergency 
caesarean section. 

I announced in a slightly shrill 
voice "better bring those 
machines over here doc 
because she's not the only one 
having a hypertensive crisis”. 

Nobody laughed and I was 
asked to leave while they 
prepared Victoria for surgery. 
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volunteering to help for free until you’re 
more confident and have more experi¬ 
ence. 

■ Training - while this can be going to 
college to learn something you've 
always been interested in, you could 
simply watch vlogs or train and learn 
online. 

2. FIND YOUR FLOW 

FIND 'flow' by creating a routine, 
and remember the start of the day is 
very important to finding this flow. 
Exercise and eating well are also 
key. 

"It does take some exploration to 
find out what brings you into this 
place of flow, but it’s so worth the 
seeking, because once you find it, 
you’ll want to find it every day," 
promises Louise. 

3. REDEFINE A FULFILLED DAY 

LOUISE says these five elements can 
help make your day more fulfilled: 

■ EXERCISE - whatever you can fit in, 
from a brisk walk to a visit to the gym if 
you've got the time. 

■ MINDFULNESS - try five minutes of 
meditation. 

■ GIVING - just smiling at someone on 
the street can be enough. 

■ CONNECTION with your community 
- pop to your local shop to pick up a 
newspaper. 

■ LEARNING - listen 
to someone and learn 
something about 
yourself, or watch a 
vlog. 

"It doesn't need to 
be much, but it can 
make all the differ¬ 
ence to how you feel, 
and if you work from 
home, this can 
completely change 
your day," says Louise. 


4. CONNECTION 

LOUISE points out it’s often easy for 
parents to feel isolated, and she believes 
that, as well as exploring what your 
natural skills and talents are, looking at 
your routine and what energises you, 
one key to connecting 
with others can 
simply be connect¬ 
ing with yourself. 
Part of this is 
learning the 
importance of 
the present 
moment, rather 
than focusing 
on the past and 
'life before kids,' 
for example. 

She stresses that 
once you've con¬ 
nected with yourself, you 
can connect with others - and that 
means going out to meetings if you 
work, or networking, rather than taking 
the easy option and staying at home. 

Another way of connecting is to share 
your goals with others. 

"Whether your dream is to find a 
flexible role or set up your own busi¬ 
ness, the school gates, if that's your 
main point of connection, is a great 
place to start," she advises. "You'll be 
amazed what opportunities arise."

THE SNOWMAN (15) 

Not to be confused with the charming ani¬ 
mated film based on Raymond Briggs' picture 
book, which has been a staple of the festive 
TV schedules for more than 30 years, director 
Tomas Alfredson's eagerly anticipated picture 
is a gritty detective thriller adapted from the 
novel of the same title by Jo Nesbo. 

It is the seventh book in the series featuring 
Norwegian detective Harry Hole but the first 
to be committed to film. 

Harry (Michael Fassbender) investigates the 
disappearance of a young woman during the 
first snowfall of winter. Curiously, he discovers 
a creepy snowman close to the scene. 

Employing skills he learnt on a training 
course with the FBI, Harry uncovers a series 
of earlier unsolved cases involving married 
mothers, who vanished or were murdered, at 
the same time of year - when the first snow 
settled. In each instance, a snowman had been 
built close to the scene but was overlooked by 
the investigating force. 

Harry surmises with a chill that his per¬ 
petrator is one of Norway's first serial killers 
and the culprit is bound to strike again. Join¬ 
ing forces with new arrival Katrine Bratt 
(Rebecca Ferguson), who has recently trans¬ 
ferred to Oslo from Bergen, Harry races 
against time to unmask the killer before the 
next snowfall. 

However, the diabolical mastermind is one 
step ahead of Harry and his dedicated team. 


THE LEGO NINJAGO MOVIE (U) 

The spirit of reconstruction runs deep in The 
LEGO Ninjago Movie, the third computer-ani¬ 
mated adventure in the rapidly expanding 
franchise. 

Charlie Bean, Paul Fisher and Bob Logan's 
film lazily bolts together themes from The 
LEGO Movie and The LEGO Batman Movie to 
explore a strained father-son dynamic against 
a backdrop of martial arts mayhem. 

The riotous, barnstorming comedy of the 
first two films has been heavily diluted and a 
live-action framing device featuring Hong 
Kong superstar Jackie Chan as the owner of a 
mystical shop feels like an obvious stylistic 
conceit. 

Polished one-liners are disappointingly thin 
on the brick-plated ground and vocal perfor¬ 
mances fail to elevate the material above the 
parapet of mediocrity. 

A linear guest for a mysterious artefact 
called The Ultimate, Ultimate Weapon pro¬ 
vides a flimsy hook for the toybox tomfoolery, 
and should hold the attention of very young 
audiences who are already familiar with the 
lucrative Ninjago brand.

RITUAL (15) irk+irk 

A fter a considerable 
amount of tension 
and build-up in The 
Ritual, just as it looks 
like the Big Bad is 
about to be revealed, my friend 
leans over and whispers in my 
ear: “It’s the Gruffalo...” 

If only. 

That got me thinking about 
monsters in horror films. Are 
they ever the sum of our 
expectations? Do they ever live 
up to their billing? It’s a rarity, 
but the beast in The Ritual 
does. It’s a strange, frightening 
and genuinely unsettling crea¬ 
ture which director David 
Bruckner meticulously keeps 
mysterious and off-screen for 
most of this smart, creepy hor¬ 
ror. As with Alien and Jaws 
(two of the very best horror 
films that aren’t technically 
horror films), Bruckner knows 
less is more in these situations. 

The film’s premise - four 
pals go hiking in the wilder¬ 
ness, get lost and become the 
prey of something primal and 
terrible - is as familiar as the 
eons-old playing on our fear of 
the woods and the dark. But 
The Ritual is carried out with a 
clammy conviction which sep¬ 


arates it from other horrors - 
and the frights are leavened 
with some spot-on banter and 
verbal sparring between the 
four pals. 

Rafe Spall’s Luke and old uni 
mates Hutch (Robert James- 
Collier), Phil (Arsher Ali) and 
Dom (Sam Troughton) have 
gone on a walking holiday in 
northern Sweden. It’s part 
reunion but also in memory of 
their absent friend Rob (Paul 
Reid) who was killed in a hor¬ 
rifying attack during a conve¬ 
nience store robbery as Luke 
looked on. Luke is still haunted 
by the murder of his friend and 
presumably the foursome 


think getting away from it all 
will help heal the hurt. 

When worrisome, grumbling 
Dom twists his ankle the group 
realise that trekking miles 
across the mountains to their 
lodge is a no-go. Instead, they 
decide to take a short cut 
through a dense pine forest. 
What could possibly go wrong? 

There’s a distinct Blair Witch 
Project vibe about the film’s 
early scenes but without the 
hand-held camera gimmickry 
or the film-within-a-film 
premise. There are strange 
symbols scratched onto trees, 
weird noises and movements 
in the deep, dark woods, and a 


carcass hanging in the trees 
that looks like it’s been ritu- 
alistically killed. So far, so 
creepy. 

The tension rises further in 
two ways. Through the growing 
realisation that something is 
stalking them and also through 
the conflicts between the 
friends that arise as things get 
more and more fraught. 

Bruckner calibrates the ten¬ 
sion nicely, punctuating out¬ 
right terror with quieter pas¬ 
sages but the sense of dread is 
constant up to a denouement 
that doesn’t disappoint. 

Events hangs on leading man 
Spall who is the heart and soul 
of the film, his face etched 
with, by turns, guilt, regret, 
fear and terror. The sense of 
humour the friends share 
seems authentic, the dialogue 
realistic, the insults inventive. 

The Ritual clearly owes a big 
debt to The Blair Witch Project 
and also The Wicker Man and 
Deliverance, but it has enough 
of its own ideas to avoid seem¬ 
ing derivative.

Are you looking forward to going 
back on tour with new show 
Spoiler Alert? 

BEING on stage is enjoyable and the 
early part of the writing process is 
enjoyable. The empty page, though, is 
a scary thing. 

On the first leg of the tour I'll do 
about an hour and 15 minutes, plus I'll 
have a support act. I keep a tour diary 
now of places where the curries are 
disappointing and where they are 
good and where audiences have been 
good before. 

I originally intended to call the show 
I'll Millennial You in a Minute, but my 
promoter considered the title 'off- 
puttingly baffling.' 


You are looking at your gradual 
shift from being a working-class 
Dubliner to a fully paid-up rural- 
residing member of the middle 
classes.

But, of course, I made a conscious 
decision that I was going to be an 
awesome dad. My wife will come back 
with tales from her friends of how 
awful their husbands are and she'll 
see me smiling and say: 'all right, stop 
congratulating yourself just because 
such and such can't be left alone with 
their children for two minutes.' 


Did your parents inspire you? 

I GREW up in what I would call an 
aspirational household in that my 
parents bettered themselves over the 
course of my childhood. 

My mother was a radiographer and 
ended up a lecturer in radiography;

I'd still say you are expected to do a 
lot more parenting than our parents 
and that's weird because you think 
that your parents are where you 
learned parenting.

cosm. I don't want to alienate half of 
the population or maybe a third of my 
audience, but it works as an analogy 
whichever side you're on.

S HARLEEN SPITERI is full 
of energy. Quick-witted 
and lively, her Glaswegian 
accent purrs down the 
phoneline. 

It's something of a surprise 
because it's mid-morning and the 
49-year-old hasn't yet been to bed. 
She came off stage the night before 
at a sold-out Kelvingrove in 
Glasgow and returned to her 
parents' house to speak to 
Australian journalists over the 
phone. Several hours on she is still 
going but jokes she will "probably 
hit a brick wall in about an hour'! 

It was Texas' third straight gig at 
the venue and comes off the back 
of the release of their ninth album, 
Jump On Board, in May. 

The record topped the charts in 
Scotland and hit number six in the 
UK but there was a time a few years 
ago when the band looked as if 
they may have reached the end. 

Following a four-year hiatus 
starting in 2005 when Sharleen was 
working on a solo effort, the band 
were due to regroup and start work 
on an eighth album but guitarist 
Ally McErlaine collapsed with a 
brain aneurysm. He spent 
six-and-a-half months in hospital 
and took longer to fully recover. 

"It turned everything on its 
head,” says Sharleen. "You're in a 
situation where someone that you 
love and have grown up with 
and is part of your life is in a 
life-threatening place. At that 
moment and time you can't think 
about the band you're just like 'our 
friend has to get better! Time came 
to a standstill.” 

But as soon as Ally had made a 
full recovery, the band knew he 
needed to get a guitar back in his 
hands so they put their album

plans on hold and went straight to 
touring. 

"I've never even had the 
conversation with him about that,” 
she says. "I think after what had 
happened to him he had to maybe 
prove he could still play.” 

She jokes after a break of almost 
eight years how she was surprised 
people still wanted to see them but 
this is a band whose longevity has 
stuck two fingers up to an industry 
which initially doubted them. 

Now, with Jump On Board 
bringing in a whole new wave of 
fans, the band were determined 
not to wallow in misery in the 
turbulent era of President Donald 
Trump and Brexit. 

"We were trying to make a 
positive upbeat record to help us 
escape reality for a couple of 
minutes a day,” explains Sharleen. 
"We were just making a record for 
us and we wanted to make 
something that will stop the 
s***tiness of real life. For one 
minute of the day, I don't want to 
hear about the a***holes that are 


running the world, I don't want to 
hear about disasters or horrible 
things being done to people and for 
a minute I just want to put my hands 
in the air and stand in the kitchen 
and have a wee hum and escape.” 

But, as a Glasgow native, 
Sharleen is not always inclined to 
turn away. Over a near 30-year- 
career she has acquired quite the 
pugnacious reputation. 

There was the run-in with Liz 
Hurley, who once invited her to a 
party and then asked who she was 
(Ali Baba, she is said to have 
replied). While Paris Hilton was 
also on the receiving end of a 
tirade after standing on Spiteri's 
jacket and ignoring pleas to move. 

All this happened 
quite a few years ago 
now, but Sharleen 
doesn't expect she 
would act any 
differently. 

"I'm from Glasgow 
and when someone 
acts like an a***hole 
I don't see it as

anything else other than someone 
acting like an a***hole,” she says. "I 
look at it as you should f******g 
know better.” 

It hasn't isolated her from 
celebrity friends. Former Arsenal 
striker, Thierry Henry, is a 
longterm pal and starred in the 
band's video for Let's Work It Out. 

Sharleen has been on the road 
since she was 18 but - other than 
aching knees - says she struggles 
to remember she's turning 50 in 
November. 

"My knees are probably about 70 
to be honest but it's weird, "she 
says. "In my mind I'm still starting, 
I'm just beginning in Texas at the 
moment, it still feels fresh." 

Pausing, she continues: "There 
are different things you appreciate 
and you're able to slow things 
down when you get older so you 
can really look at something from 
the outside and enjoy it." 

After more than 30 years 
together, Sharleen says Texas are 
still all about the music. 

"It is literally writing great songs 
and putting on great shows. There's 
a work ethic within us that makes 
that our priority," she 
explains. "We don't 
always get it right but it's 
not through lack of 
trying."

THE DARKNESS - PINEW00D SMILE

AFTER a two-year break 
the four-piece is back, this 
time with the drumming 
skills of Rufus Tiger 
Taylor (son of Queen's 
Roger Taylor).

TEN albums into a

Marilyn Manson is clearly 
not about to tone down 
his act - this latest studio 
release was preceded by 
a lead-off single entitled We Know 
Where You f****** Live, while the 
singer himself was hospitalised after 
he suffered a serious accident during 
Saturday's show in New York while 
climbing on a stage backdrop. 

The aural onslaught is as punishing 
as ever but there is typically a 
perverse humour within Manson's 
darkness and that is again evident on 
SaylO and Je$u$ Cri$i$. The eight- 
minute album centrepiece Saturnalia 
and the closing Threats of Romance 
are perhaps the stand-out moments. 

LIAM GALLAGHER - AS YOU WERE

IF IMITATION is the 
sincerest form of flattery 
John Lennon and Sir Paul 
McCartney ought to feel 
very flattered indeed: 

Liam Gallagher's first solo outing 
sounds so much like the Beatles that it 
could be Oasis. 

Paper Clown might have been lifted 
wholesale from Revolver; I've All I 
Need shamelessly cribs the chord 
progression from Dear Prudence; and 
Universal Gleam is basically a variation 
on Lennon's Real Love. He 
acknowledges his influences at least, 
peppering lyrics with references to 
1960s song titles. He also seems to be 
in an apologetic mood: For What It's 
Worth could be interpreted as an olive 
branch to long-suffering brother Noel. 

He won't win awards for innovation, 
but what Gallagher lacks in originality 
he makes up for in attitude: As You 
Were is old fashioned rock'n'roll, but it 
swaggers out of the speakers. 
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Inbetweeners star James Buckley, 30, tells GEMMA DUNN that he's pleased to be starring in shows like 
Zapped and White Gold, but when it comes to the 'celebrity' tag, he has no desire to hit such heights 


Zapped is back for a second 
series, it's been described as 'Red 
Dwarf for the Game of Thrones 
Generation'. Would you agree? 

IT reminded me of Red Dwarf when I 
first read the script, which is one of 
my favourite sitcoms. It reminded me 
a bit of Black Adder too, and if 
something reminds you of that, then 
it will be good. 

I also think that it's ever so slightly 
unusual and a bit weird, and I think 
people are up for a sitcom that isn't 
just about recently graduated 
students trying to make their way in 
the world. 

This is something a bit different. It's 
a little bit nerdy, a little bit geeky, and 
that's a strong audience right there. 

If you can get the nerds on your 
side, they will stick with you through 
thick and thin. I am one of them. 

What chaos can we expect Brian 
to run into this time? 

HIS main thing is he's trying to get 
back home. That's always on the 
horizon, that's always the main 
objective. 

And that's still there, bubbling 
under, but now we get to see what 
goes on when he's not totally focused 
on getting home - the day-to-day life 
of being in Munty and how the other 
characters live in this strange world 
and go about their business. 

And obviously there are the usual 
freaks: Brian gets caught up in some 
sort of gladiator scenario where he 
has to fight for freedom; I think he 
gets imprisoned three or four times 
and has a run-in with fairies. 

You said it'd take a lot to 
get you back on TV after the 
Inbetweeners. Has Zapped's 
success boosted your 
confidence? 

NOT really, I just forget that anyone 
is ever going to see what I do. I think 
'ignorance is bliss' is the sort of world 
that I live in. I forget that I am on the 
television and I forget that these 
things are open to criticism and for 
people to decide whether they like 
them or not. 

I only ever do stuff that I like; I 
don't know what other people like. I 
have got a weird sense of humour 
and I don't think it's a particularly 
mainstream sense of humour, so I 
will never be completely successful 
because I will ruin it for myself 
because I can't imagine that I will 
ever be on a BBC One sitcom at 
7.30pm on a Saturday evening. 

Did you feel a pressure of living 
up to the huge E4 hit, then? 

IT was weird that it became 
successful. I liked it. I thought it was 
great and I thought the other boys 
were brilliant. 

It's sort of liberating really to have a 
hit; I don't know why, but it sort of 
validates you, even though it 
shouldn't. To have a commercial 
success, it made me feel even more 
like I can do whatever I want, 
because I'd had a hit. And so now, it 
would be nice for other stuff to be as 
successful, but it's not massively 
important to me. I don't know why 
that is.

METHOD: 

1. For the sauce, 
combine the oil, onion, 
ginger, chilli, garlic, 
tomatoes, apple, 
banana, curry powder 
and garam masala in a 
food processor and 
blitz to a paste. Pour 
into a saucepan and 
cook on a medium- 
high heat, stirring 
often, until the mixture 
begins to caramelise.

Add the stock and bring 
to the boil. 

2. Melt the butter in a 
separate saucepan and 
whisk in the flour. Cook 
on a low heat for about 
eight minutes, stirring 
constantly, until the 
roux thickens and turns 
a golden brown colour. 

3. Ladle the curry 
mixture from the other 
pan into the roux, a 
little at a time, whisking 
constantly.

Drain 
and return to the pan, 
and pour in the curry 
sauce. Bring everything 
back to a simmer and 
serve with the rice.

T HE first time he tried 
sushi, American chef 
Tim Anderson, who 
runs Japanese soul 
food restaurant 
Nanban in London's Brixton, 
wasn't keen. 

"Sushi is the first Japanese 
food everybody tries and I've 
never understood why," he 
says, when we meet in 
Nanban's kitchen, where he's 
set to teach me some basics. 

"I really didn't like the nori 
[seaweed] - the flavour or 
texture - it was an acquired 
taste. But I was really into 
soul food - tempura, fried 
rice. I loved noodles from the 
beginning, and the thing that 
blew my mind when I first 
tried it was tonkatsu 
[breaded pork cutlet] ramen." 

Sushi is not on the menu at 
Nanban - it's all about the 
ramen and soul food - but 
there are recipes for spicy tuna 
rolls and salmon avocado rolls 
in his new book, JapanEasy, in 
which Tim dispels the myth 
that Japanese cooking is 
complicated. 

We're chatting while Tim 
prepares nasu dengaku - 
miso-glazed aubergines 
- which involves cutting a 
crosshatch pattern in the 
flesh of a halved aubergine, 
which is then deep-fried, 
slathered with sweet miso

sauce and popped under the 
grill. It takes minutes to 
prepare and cook and tastes 
sweet, salty and delicious. 

"It's a simple thing - and it 
goes with all types of food," 
he says, as we scoop up the 
gooey lumps with chop¬ 
sticks. "If you're having lamb 
chops, there's no reason you 
can't have that as your side." 

Tim grew up in Wisconsin. 
It was watching one of the 
first televised cooking 
competition shows, Japan's 
Iron Chef, (which was 
dubbed into English and 
became a cult hit in America) 
when he was 13, 
that got him into 
Japanese food - and 
he moved to LA to 
study Japanese 
history, winning a 
research grant to 
study food muse¬ 
ums in Japan when 
he was 20. 

After graduating, 


he taught English in Japan for 
two years, soaking up the 
food culture, before moving 
to England in 2008, marrying 
British wife Laura and 
finally opening Nanban, 
after a hunt for the perfect 
location, in 2015. 

At 26, Tim became the 
youngest ever winner of 
MasterChef, wowing the 
judges in the final with his 
Kyushu-style pork ramen 
with truffled lobster and 
gyoza. His gyoza are just as 
tasty today. Try one of his 
recipes for yourself.

When I was invited to a lunch 
organised by Sherry Wines UK 
with chief guest Beltran Domecq, 
president of Sherry's governing 
body, I grasped it. What an 
opportunity to discover some of 
sherry's many flavour facets. 

Two things I took away (well 
three, if you count the smile on my 
face) were that I'd forgotten sherry 
can be a wonderful pairing 
throughout the whole of a meal; 
and two, that the future of sherry 
could be bright as more young 
people are appreciating its charms. 

Here's a selection of some of the 
sherries with our tapas tasters of 
mackerel and goats cheese; a 
selection of meats, pickles and 
breads with silky olive oil; a final 
delight of walnuts, chutney and

delicious blue cheese. 

Have a go at something like 
this. It is such an easy way to sit 
and chat with friends, while 
experiencing new flavours. 

Manzanilla La Gitana 
(£11.99, or £7.99 in a buy 
six deal in Majestic), 
pictured,right, is aged in 
the town of Sanlucar de 
Barrameda and at the tip of 
the tongue this sherry is 
totally dry, it has no sweet¬ 
ness. It is salty and acidic with 
a nutty palate which was a 


fine contrast to the mackerel. 
Drink this in a normal wine glass, 
don't be shy. 

Valdespino Inocente Fino 
(£15.65, thewhiskyexchange. 
com) is a unique sherry in that it 
uses grapes from a single vine¬ 
yard. This wine has aromas of 
almonds, green apples, dough and 
yeast and it lifted the simple 
mackerel to another place. 

Fernando de Castilla Antique 
Oloroso (£23, 50cl bottle, 
thewinesociety.com) is 
full-bodied, balanced, with 
aromas of sweet spice, nuts, 
citrus, raisins and toffee. I'm 
l J not one for doing lots of 
dusting, but I know what 
newly-polished wood smells 
like, and it was peeping out 
of this glass. This sherry 
was sublime with the 



arrangements of meats and 
slithers of pickles. 

Harveys Signature 12-Year Old 
Cream Sherry (£12.15, Waitrose) 

I've tasted this wine a couple of 
times, but not with a pairing of 
sweet chutney, blue cheese and 
walnuts. 

It is a blend of old Oloroso 
sherry and pedro ximenez which 
has been aged in oak butts. The 
nose has burnt toffee, walnuts, 
orange peel, citrus and 
super-ripe apple flesh. Try it.

ALSO IN MY GLASS ... 

Miguel Torres Reserva de Pueblo 
2014 (RRP £10.99, and I've found 
it at farehamwinecellar.co.uk for 
£8.99,12% abv) This wine, 
pictured below is made from 
Chile's grape pais which arrived in 
the country 500 years ago. It's a 
humble grape, traditionally grown 
by locals, and it is now making a 
name for itself in the wider world. 

The wine is light, fruity and 
juicy; similar in style to a gamay 
wine from Beaujolais. It is a bright 
ruby colour, with aromas of jammy 
plums and cherries, with a soft 
palate,and a delicate spice. 

I sipped it with a huge crusty 
steak baguette.

little), and roughly chop the 
crispy bacon. 

5. Bring a separate saucepan 
full of water to a rolling boil 
and cook the ramen 
according to the 
package instructions.

6. Top the noodles

Clean your machines 

To clean a dishwasher, run a 
wash with white vinegar. Use 
around 250ml placed in a 
container on the bottom 
rack - just run a normal 
cycle and it will be like a new 
machine. 

For the washing machine, 
run an empty cycle to clear 
the drum, and add a cut 
lemon to a short empty 
cycle. To pep up your 
microwave, put a cut lemon 
in a bowl of water and 
microwave on full power for 
one minute - condensation 
will release stains around the 
sides and make it easy to 
wipe clean.

Wear rubber gloves and get 
stuck in to properly clean a toilet 

To remove hard water and limescale 
toilet stains, wear rubber gloves, flush 
the cistern and remove a mugful of 
water from the bowl -1 use a tin mug -so 
you can see the rim of the limescale line 
clearly. While the water level is 
low, pour or spray the loo cleaner 
around the limescale in the bowl. 
Make sure you get the product 
around the top and where water 
drips down the back of the bowl 
too. Leave for 30 minutes (or 
according to the product 
instructions), then rub with a fine 
scourer or brush. Pour the water 
in mug back into bowl, then brush 
and flush the cistern again. 
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Sort it out 

My house is tidy but definitely not 
immaculate. I like to keep on top of things 
though, so every so often I'll sort out the 
chaos in my wardrobe and clear out 
some clothes. I also clean out kitchen 
cupboards and drawers every six months

T he world of fashion is full 
of famous designers but 
footwear less so.

in Ibiza".

cottish actress Rose Leslie 
has packed a lot into her 
12-year career, including 
a BAFTA for her role in 
2009 BBC drama New 
Town as well as a spell in 
Downton Abbey. More 
recently she's bagged 
high-profile roles in Game of Thrones 
and the legal drama The Good Fight. 

Her early life was high-flying too. 
Rose hails from a family born of two 
noble Scots clans and, as well as being 
a descendant of King Charles II, she is 


related to historian William Dalrymple. 

Leslie was brought up in a 700-year- 
old castle in Aberdeenshire with her 
four siblings and, after attending 
schools both locally and in Somerset, 
studied at London’s Royal Academy of 
Music and Dramatic Art before fame 
beckoned. Castles cost a lot to run and 
Rose's family home - Lickleyhead 
Castle - is available to rent via home 
sharing website Airbnb. 

It's been run as a bed and breakfast 
for several years by her parents and, 
for £600 a night, it offers groups seven 


bedrooms, seven bathrooms as well as 
access to its historic lounges, dining 
room and grounds. 

Other features worthy of any Game of 
Thrones episode include a pair of 
corbelled two-storey turrets on the north 
front, a vaulted basement, decorated 
pediments, a garret and walls with bullet 
holes in them. 

The property, which is Category A 
listed and therefore considered of 
"international interest',' was put on the 
market in 2013 for £1.35m but was 
withdrawn before it found a buyer.

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T he novel Howards 
End by EM Forster 
regularly makes it 
into the top 100 English 
novels of all time, and 
viewers will remember its 
three TV and film 
adaptations, including 
during the 1970s starring 
Glenda Jackson, in 1992 
staring Emma Thompson 
and this year starring 
Tracey Ullman. 

Its plot touches upon 
the most British of 
sensitivities - class and 
wealth - and follows 
three families from 
different backgrounds 
as romance, death and 
misfortune complicate 
their lives. 

And the house - 
Howards End - plays a 
central role in the story 
as the setting for many 
of the novel's dramas. 

It is well documented 
that the inspiration for 


Howards End was Rooks 
Nest House, formerly 
known as Howards. It is 
where the young EM 
Foster lived between the 
ages of four and 14. 

Even after he moved 
out with his parents, he 
kept up correspondence 
with friends and locals. 

Forster was also keen 
to see the area preserved 
and in 1989 The Friends 
of Forster Country was 
established to help 
achieve this aim, which 


still exists today. 

Rooks Nest House is 
now for sale. It's a Grade 
I listed property with a 
history dating back to 
Tudor times. 

It comes with four-and- 
a-half acres of gardens 
and fields as well as 
three reception rooms, 
five bedrooms and three 
attic rooms. 

It is on the market with 
local agent Country 
Properties (01483 
313393) for £1.5 million. 



I t's easy to see why 
this house could 
inspire artistic 
endeavours. It's a 
beautiful 16th century 
country home featur¬ 
ing incredible views of 
the countryside. 

It was here that 
British painter Lucian 
Freud lived during the 
1940s, creating several 
notable artworks. 

Freud favoured 
graphic depictions of 
nude women and was 
the controversial choice 
to paint a portrait of the 
Queen in 2000. 

Lucian died in 2011 at 
the age of 88 but his 
paintings continue to 
command eye-watering 
sums. The life-sized 
nude known as 'Fat Sue', 
for example, fetched 
£35.6 million when sold 
at auction in New York 
in May 2015 - a record 


for Freud's work.

APARTMENT WAS 
STAR HANGOUT 

If only walls really could talk then this 
two-bedroom apartment could get a 
job as a gossip columnist. 

During the 1960s it was party central 
for some of the world's most famous 
people, including Charlie Chaplin - 
who held a birthday there - as well as 
photographers Cecil Beaton and Lord 
Snowdon, actors Lawrence Olivier, 
Omar Sharif and Elizabeth Taylor, and 
Princess Margaret. 

The property belonged to a Sri 
Lankan socialite called Sharmini 
Tiruchelvam who, although little - 
known now, was at the time one of the 
world's most beautiful women. She 



was a model for many artists including 
- most famously - Picasso and graced 
the front covers of many fashion 
magazines. After arriving in the UK 
from Sri Lanka as a teenager she 
eventually got a job as a freelance 
writer for The Telegraph newspaper, 
but it was her beauty that made her 
famous - and helped her open doors. 

"One day when I was staying with 
family friends in the south of France, I 
was at the beach. I was wearing pedal 
pushers and my hair was in a ponytail. 
Picasso saw me and asked me to go 
back with him so he could do a 
sketch," she says. 

Her former home is now for sale. It's 
a Grade II listed apartment on Sussex 
Gardens in central London created 
from the ground floor of a Victorian 
house, The vendor, Lorna Notoras, has 
restored the property to its former 
splendour and is now selling it via 
Harrods Estates (020 7409 9001) for 
£2.35 million.

Ready for the great garden 
tidy-up, when you empty pots 
of worn-out summer bedding, 
prepare your lawn for winter, 
trim hedges and rake leaves? 

■ Some pruning can be done in 
the autumn to get rid of dead 
wood and help shape shrubs 
and trees for the following year. 
Secateurs are essential for this, 
but you shouldn't be trying to 
cut a branch 
a diameter 
thicker than 
1cm (0.5in) 
with 

secateurs. 

Any thicker 
and you 
should opt 
for a pruning 
saw such as the 
Silky, a Japanese 
blade with teeth with three 
razor-edged facets which cut 
smooth and don't leave loose 
edges. 

■ If you are hard-pruning 
overgrown shrubs, loppers are 
invaluable. Some versions come 
with extendable arms for those 
branches which are just out of 
reach, and they are ideal for 
cutting out old congested wood 
from inside thorny shrubs such 
as berberis and roses, but they 
are also good for reducing the 
size of large branches you have 
already cut off with the saw, to 
make them more manageable 
to take to the your local 
recycling centre. 

■ Now is the time to scarify 
your lawn. A springtine rake is 
ideal. You may also want to use 
a garden fork to make holes in 
the lawn to aerate it and reduce 
compaction, and fill the holes 
with sharp sand to aid drain¬ 
age. 

■ Give hedges a trim, but make 
sure you leave enough green¬ 
ery for birds to nest in and be 
careful where you trim in case 
you disturb any wildlife. 

Electric or battery-powered 
hedgetrimmers will do the job. 

■ If you have plenty of trees, 
you're going to need a decent 
lawn rake to gather up the 
leaves which have amassed on 
your lawn or in your flower¬ 
beds. If not dealt with, leaves 
can harbour pests and disease. 

Use either a wide fan-shaped 
springy metal or plastic rake. 

If you have a larger area, use 
a leaf blower to direct leaves 
into a pile before bagging them 
composting or making leaf 
mould, which can be used as a 
mulch on beds and borders. 






CORNUS ALBA 
'SIBIRICA' 

These are grown for 
their fiery red stems 
in winter. When a 
hedge trimmer is put 
over them annually, 
they can turn brown, 
but cut all the stems 
off at 6in in early 
April and the reward 
is a gleaming display 
from November to 
March. 


T he RHS is calling on 
gardeners to learn 
to love the nation's 
'car park' plants - 
robust, everyday 
shrubs often found 
dotted across urban 
landscapes as part 
of its national Greening Grey Britain 
campaign. 

Including snowberry, brachyglottis 
and Oregon grape, these shrubs are a 
common sight in car parks, but have 
fallen out of favour as, if uncared for, 
they can become woody and 
misshapen. 

Yet they provide important ground 
cover, shelter for wildlife, prevent soil 
erosion and help limit flooding and 
offer colour and structure in difficult 
corners. 

Leigh Hunt, principal horticultural 
advisor at the Royal Horticultural 
Society, says: "Robust everyday 
shrubs are the humdrum wallpaper 
in the urban environment and it 
seems that in the case of some of the 
more well-known varieties, 
familiarity breeds contempt. 

"Yet many of these plants have the 
RHS Award of Garden Merit and 
make an excellent choice for garden¬ 
ers. The finest give year-round colour 
and structure and can look beautiful 
in some of the toughest growing 
spots. 

"We'd certainly call on gardeners 
to consider the splendour of these 
'car park' varieties when looking to 
green far-flung corners of our towns 
and cities." 

As part of its Greening Grey Britain 
campaign, the RHS is highlighting 
the crucial role that plants play in 
urban areas. Plants that can be taken 
from 'car park' to garden include:

OREGON GRAPE 

(MAHONIA

he SUV that won 
Peugeot the European 
Car of the Year award 
for 2017 is getting a 
stretch and becoming a 
seven seater. Priced from £24,495 
the new Peugeot 5008 moves the 
qualities of the award-winning 
3008 SUV up a peg. 

Almost eight inches longer 
than the 3008, the 5008 has a 
third row of two foldaway seats 
in the back, boot space ranging 
from a massive 952 litres to a 
van-like 2,150 litres, two 
fold-down picnic tables and acres 
of room in the rear. 

Apart from that, it’s basically 
the same as the 3008 which 
means it features a range of state 
of the art petrol and diesel 
engines and Peugeot’s amazing 
digital i-Cockpit. 

As such, the 5008 is very 
family friendly and with the 
additional seats is a handy blend 
of MPV and SUV 

Factor in Peugeot’s Grip 
Control electronic traction 
system - an option across all 
four trim levels - and the 5008 is 
a highly competent soft-roader 
with a towing limit up to 
1.8-tonnes. 

The 5008 line up kicks off with 
a 1.2-litre PureTech petrol model 
in Active trim with 130bhp on 


tap and, for the time being, tops 
out at £35,695 for a GT model 
powered by a 2.0-litre BlueHDi 
diesel developing 18bhp and 
mated to a six speed auto box. 

In between are Allure and GT 
Line models priced from £26,295 
and £28,195 respectively while in 
the wings are models featuring 
Peugeot’s new 1.5-litre diesel 
engine and a 2.0-litre diesel with 
an all-new eight-speed automatic 
transmission. 

The most economical are those 
fitted with the 1.6-litre BlueHDi 
lOObhp diesel which are rated at 
65.7mpg with emissions of 
113g/km. 

The PureTech petrol versions 
are almost as fuel efficient with 
an official average of 52.3mpg at 
best and a C02 figure of 
124g/km. 

That’s not far off the sort of 
performance you get with the 
smaller 3008 and despite the 5008 
weighing in at around 2.2 tonnes 
- some 300 kilos heavier than the 
3008 - it lacks nothing when it 
comes to everyday use. 

Having just sampled three 
versions of the 3008 the range 
has strength in depth, either 
with petrol or diesel engines 
under the bonnet. 

The 1.2-litre, 130bhp, three 
cylinder PureTech engine 
punches above its weight and as 
a six-speed manual gives the 5008 
a 0 to 60 acceleration of 10.9 


seconds with a top speed of 
117mph. 

Official fuel figures are 
55.4mpg with emissions of 
117g/km and we saw an average 
of 38 to the gallon overall. 

The diesels offer better 
economy yet are more expensive 
- between £1,000 and £3,000 
depending on trim. 

The 5008 PureTech 130 GT 
Line costs from £28,195 while a 
2.0-litre BlueHDi 150 in similar 


top but one trim is £31,245. 

That one returned an average 
of 48mpg compared to its claimed 
61.4 (118g/km) while a 120bhp 
diesel automatic (£27,030 in 
Allure trim) averaged 44 to the 
gallon (official figures 65.7mpg, 
112g/km) over similar routes. 

The diesels offer greater 
mid-range pull but realistically 
there is little difference in the 
feel of the car whatever the 
engine. 


It’s smooth, refined and 
sophisticated to drive and 
comfort levels are above average. 

Where the 5008 excels is in the 
amount of extra space inside 
compared to the 3008. While the 
third row of seats are still best 
considered for occasional use 
and then by youngsters, the 
legroom available for the second 
row passengers is considerable. 

The 5008 has an extra two 
inches when it comes to 
wheelbase and that translates 


into a gap of almost three feet 
between the backs of the front 
seats and those in the middle 
which themselves can be slid 
fore and aft. 

The third row folds completely 
flat into the boot floor and can be 
pulled erect in seconds while the 
luggage blind when removed is 
stowed behind the seatbacks. 

Boot space is enormous and as 
a five seater the 5008 can take 
everything the average family 
can throw at it. For leisure 
purposes it is a very useful piece 
of kit. 

With all seats in play it’s not 
quite as accommodating and the 
space behind the rear seats is 
just 165 litres - tiny, even by city 
car standards. 

Compared to the previous 
5008, which was a conventional 
MPV, the newcomer is a sea 
change for Peugeot and in the 
booming SUV market it is a 
spectacular alternative to the 
likes of the Nissan X-Trail and 
even Land Rover’s Discovery 
Sport. 

With features such as the 
i-Cockpit - a multi-mode full 
colour instrument panel with 
cascading graphics - and an 
interior design that is as 
contemporary as it is impressive, 
the 5008 is a car that stands out 
from the norm and is set to score 
as highly as its smaller sibling.

jump in engine power it’s obvious from the first 
time you get behind the wheel that the new option 
is much livelier. 

With this new four cylinder Ingenium engine 
under the bonnet this 2018 model year car will hit 
62 miles per hour in just 7.5 seconds on its way to a 
top speed of 146 miles per hour. 

At the same time it promises sensible fuel 
consumption of 41.5mpg, which is pretty good for 
such a big car even if it does have a large 
aluminium content in its make up. 

Linked to an eight-speed automatic gearbox it 
provides smooth, seamless motoring although for 
me this new petrol engine often sounded harsher 
through the gears than I would have expected from 
Jaguar. 

Paddles behind the steering wheel allow you to 
change manually and by doing that and changing 
up quicker than the automatic gearbox that 
harshness disappears, so for a lot of my time with 
the car I did just that 

Whether you use the automatic gearbox or 
change gear yourself, however, once you reach 
your cruising speed this new XF becomes 
supremely quiet and cocoons you from the outside 
motoring world. 

The new engine is also impressively flexible 
particularly when using the paddles. You can go 
from first to eighth gear and still be within the 
speed limit in built up areas. 

And when you need that extra performance in a 
hurry the kick-down function is quick and smooth 
allowing you to get out of trouble in an instant. 

As with all XF. models there’s an abundance of 
leg room all round, with rear seat passengers able 
to stretch out in comfort. 

The same generous space applies in the boot. 
Holiday luggage for an entire family is swallowed 
up with ease and with the power gesture boot lid 


fitted (£665 optional extra) it was possible to open 
it simply by moving my leg beneath the rear of the 
car when my hands were full of parcels. 

For Jaguar customers wanting to personalise 
their car there is now an incredible choice of 
features available. 

This particular car had everything from an 
advanced parking assistance pack with surround 
camera at £2,020 to a digital television at £890 and a 
navigation pro pack with Meridian sound system 
at £1,780, pushing the overall price up from £35,235 
to just under £50,000. 

There’s the plush interior you get with XF 
models and as soon as you start the engine the 
round gearshift rises up automatically and the air 
vents rotate to expose their concealed openings. It’s 
a nice bit of theatre. 

On the road this new engined model is a very 
well mannered car which sits firmly on the 
highway and goes exactly where you want it to no 
matter how hard you push it. 

The ride is smooth enough to satisfy the most 
demanding of passengers, but then that’s exactly 
what we have come to expect from Jaguar.

VOLVO XC60 D4 AWD Momentum 


GAINING MOMENTUM 



By David Ward 


here appears to be no 
letting up on the new 
model Volvo conveyor 
belt now that the 
Swedish company is 
under Chinese ownership which 
has seen them make a distinct 
move up market in the Sports 
Utility Vehicle sector. 

After the big XC90 SUV second 
generation appeared here a 
couple of years ago the slightly 
smaller XC60 SUV second 
incarnation has arrived this 
year and early next year their 
all-new small medium sized XC40 
will debut here early next year 
with attractive prices recently 
confirmed from £27,905. 

With these SUV threesome it 
shows Volvo mean real business 
at last in this premium SUV 
sector dominated so long by the 
likes of Audi, BMW and 
Mercedes-Benz and judging by 
good sales figures for the XC90 
and XC60 there’s the distinct 
prospect that the XC40 will 
follow suit. 

Although naturally different 
in physical size all three 
separate model ranges have the 
same philosophy of offering 
quality finished cars inside and 
out that are more than on a par 
in terms of engineering, 
technology, safety and comfort 
with their three distinct German 
made rivals. 


Yes, again like those rivals, 
they are not cheap but they are 
well worth their money and 
shows the benefit of continued 
investment by the Chinese Geely 
Group, who took over Volvo from 
Ford in 2010. 

Volvo has certainly come a 
long way since the mid Seventies 
when they linked up with the 
small Dutch DAF car maker to 
produce dinky models like the 
DAF 44, 55 and later the Volvo 65 
and 343. 

Prime example of where they 
are today is with the new XC60 
which in reality offers the best of 
both SUV worlds with it being 
medium sized but with plenty of 
interior space, really 
comfortable seats and all the 
latest mod cons in terms of 
in-car technology and quality 
engineering under the skin. 

Test driving the latest XC60 D4 
AWD Momentum, which comes 
in at a realistic £37,205 for a car 
in this class, and it’s easy to see 
why the Chinese bosses have 
allowed the various Volvo teams 
back in Sweden to get on with 
the job in hand and produce 
such quality SUV models, 
something they were unable to 
do previously under their brief 
ownership by Ford. 

Like other current Volvo 
models the XC60 is offered with a 
choice of either D4 or D5 
two-litre range of turbo diesel 
engines and there’s even now a 
plug-in hybrid in the range. 


The D4 190bhp engine in the 
test car has to be one of the 
quietest oil burners in any 
current decent sized SUV, it’s 
even more refined and quieter 
than in either the Audi or BMW 
model rivals. 

With a choice of three trim 
levels available - the entry-level 
Momentum followed by the 
R-Design and finally the 
admittedly quite expensive 
range-topping Inscription - 
there’s a model to suit most 
drivers’ budget in this premium 
SUV sector. 

The entry-level Momentum is 
certainly good value for its 
money particularly when 
weighing up the quality and 
finish inside and the high level 
of standard equipment. 

This includes a nine-inch 
console touch screen that looks 
after the infotainment, 
navigation, climate control and 
much more and crucially it’s so 
easy and quick to use, something 
you can’t always say about rival 
models. 

Also included in the standard 
line-up is a Sensus navigation 
system with full Europe 
mapping for those intending to 
cross over the English Channel 
plus a Sensus Connect system 
that links the car up with web 
apps, internet and the like and 
one would expect of any Volvo 
it’s pack to the gunnels with 
safety features. 


These include City safety pack 
with automatic emergency 
braking, LED daytime running 
lights, two-tone climate control, 
leather upholstery and a such 
handy power tailgate opening 
and closing mechanism. 

Sitting on 18-inch alloy wheels 
this Momentum, whilst perhaps 
not as sporty to drive as some of 
its rivals, is surefooted, corners 
well with little body roll and is 
really the ideal long distance 
cruiser. 

With a delightful to use 
eight-speed automatic gearbox 
with such swift and slick up and 


down movement when changing 
gear and along with the 
exceptionally comfortable seats 
offering excellent all round 
lumbar support driving some 400 
miles in a day as accomplished 
on test was child’s play - this 
XC60 is one of the best SUV long 
distance cruisers around and at 
motorway speed it still returned 
51.1mpg. 

Keeping it comfort mode is the 
answer for such long drives but 
those drivers wanting a little 
more then switching to dynamic 
mode will suite as it stiffens 
everything up. 


All round visibility is good as 
with most of today’s SUVs and 
there is good head and leg room 
in both the front and back - note 
though there is no seven-seater 
with the XC60 only in the bigger 
XC90. 

Boot space is decent enough at 
505 litres shooting up to 1,432 
litres with the rear seats folded 
down. 

On the evidence of this XC60 
and with that slightly smaller 
XC40 en route Volvo will at last 
be equal with those longer 
established rivals and will 
clearly win new friends too.
